. 1 . Claims 20-26 are allowed. 

2. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 20-26 
are considered allowable since when reading the claims in light of the specification, as 
per MPEP §21 1 1 .01 or In re Sneed , 71 0 F.2d 1 544, 1 548, 218 USPQ 385, 388 (Fed. 
Cir. 1983), none of the references of record alone or in combination disclose or suggest 
the combination of limitations specified in independent claim 1, including: a "short term 
memory" (as defined at page 6, line [0009] and at page 7, lines [0010] through [0027] 
and at page 8, lines [0010] through [0013] and at page 14, line [0013]), an "agent 
program" (as defined at page 14, lines [0010] through [0032] and at page 15, lines 
[0001] through [0032] and at page 19, lines [0001] through [0032] and at page 20, lines 
[0001] through [0032] and at page 22, lines [0003] through [0032] and at page 23, lines 
[0001] through [0032] and at page 24, lines [0004] through [0017]), a "sensory 
processing unit" (as defined at page 14, lines [0010] through [0019] and at page 10, 
lines [0003] through [0021] and at page 1 1 , lines [0001] through [0032] and at page 12,
